^^'ith  the  exception  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough, 
the  Cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  year 
call  for  no  special  comment.  Measles  was  prevalent  from 
February  to  June  and  from  October  to  December.  Nearly 
60%  of  the  cases  of  ^/hooping  Cough  occurred  in  July  and 
August . 


Of  the  non-notif fable  infectious  diseases,  the 
usual  increased  incidence  of  Influenza  occurred  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year. 


Scabies . 


At  23  different  premises  scabies  v/as  reported 
by  head-teachers  of  schools  and  the  health  visitors  of  the 
County  Council.  The  majority  of  the  cases  attended  the 

school  clinics  and  carried  out  at  home  the  treatment 
recommended  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers. 

Three  persons  v;ere  removed  to  hospital  and  others  had 
treatment  under  the  supervision  of  local  medical 
practitioners.  All  the  premises  concerned  were  visited 

by  the  sanitary  inspectors  and  disinfestation  was  carried 
out , 


Immunisation. 

Facilities  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
were  provided  by  the  Council  at  the  beginning  of  1940. 

639  children  were  protected  during  the  year  1941;  this  number 
included  330  children  who  were  under  5 years  of  age.

Satisfactory  means  for  the  sterilisation  of  milk 
vessels  is  provided  at  all  dairies  and  cowsheds  in  the 
district , 

99/^^  of  the  milk  produced  in  this  urban  district  for 
sale  is  graded,  i,e.,  "Tuberculin  Tested"  (one  farm  only), 
or  "Accredited".  From  1936,  when  the  first  Accredited 

licence  was  issued,  officers  of  the  County  Council  have 
sampled  supplies  of  graded  raw  milk  to  ascertain  that  such  milk 
is  maintained  at  the  required  standard,  and  not  one  sam.ple  was 
adversely  reported  on  until  the  year  under  report  viz.,  1941, 
v;hen  the  record  vms  broken  by  one  sample  proving  to  be  un- 
satisfactory, 

32  sam/ples  of  Pasteurised  milk  satisfied  the  prescrib- 
ed tests.  The  efficiency  of  pasteurisation  was  checked  by 
phosphatase  tests  which  indicated  that  only  one  of  the  32 
samples  exam.ined  had  been  inefficiently  pasteurised  or  had  been 
mixed  with  raw  milk, 

3 samples  of  /accredited  milk  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

5 raw  milk  samples  satisfied  the  methylene  blue  test; 
four  of  these  samples  also  satisfied  the  coli  test. 

3 sam.ples  of  milk  which  had  been  heat-treated  but 
which  were  not  sold  as  pasteurised  were  taken;  2 satisfied 
the  prescribed  test  for  pasteurised  milk  and  also  the 
phosphatase  test  and  one  sample  contained  b.  coli  and 
according  to  the  phosphatase  test  had  not  been  efficiently 
pasteurised ,
